After Action Review (Debrief) Process 


Introduction 


After an incident a debrief should be carried out within a minimum of two hours to 
a maximum of two weeks. The After Action Review (AAR) process is a structured 
approach to undertaking a debrief and constructive way of identifying lessons 
identified from the incident. 


An AAR is constructed around four questions: 


1) What was expected to happen? 
2) What actually occurred? 
3) Why was there a difference? 


4) What can be learned? 


AARs are usually conducted by a facilitator, who, preferably, was not involved in 
the incident and usually ensures that there is: 


. > An open discussion held 
> Everyone in the room participates 
> Development of learning points 


Time allowance 


Depending on the complexity of an incident and the number of people involved 
the time required to undertake an AAR can be 15 minutes to two hours long. 
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Canadian Coast Guard Environment Response - Sea Island 


Planning an AAR 


Once a facilitator has been identified, they should be provided with an overview of 
the incident prior to the AAR. 


It is important that the correct amount of time has been allocated to the AAR and 
that a suitable venue is available to conduct the AAR in. 


Conducting an AAR 


There are a number of ground rules that all participants in the AAR should be 
aware of and agree to, prior to the start. These include: | 


> Leave hierarchy at the door 

> Everyone should contribute and everyone's contribution should be 
respected 

> The purpose of the AAR is to learn 

> No blame, discussing any potential mistakes made should not lead to 

blame 

Everyone will have a different truth to share of the same event 

Contributions should be through what people know, feel and believe 

Respect time pressures but all must be fully present - no use of mobile 

phones 

> Make no assumptions, be open and honest

> The participants should not be discussing what was good or bad at 
this stage. 


Was there a difference? 


This question is asked to the group for their discussion. The following sub 
questions could be utilised (if suitable) to aide group discussion: 


> Was there a difference between what was expected and what actually 
happened? 
> What were the good points and what didn't work so well?

What can be learned or identified? 


This question is asked to the group for their discussion. The following sub 
questions could be utilised (if suitable) to aide group discussion: 


> With the benefit of hindsight - what could have been done 
differently/better? 
> Does anything need to be changed to improve future responses? 


Closing the AAR 


The key learning points should be summarised from the discussion held, focussing 
on what lessons have been identified. 


Inform participants of what are the next steps i.e. report writing. If actions have 
arisen in the AAR, it is the responsibility of the AAR participants to take the actions 
forward and ensure they are brought into the existing reporting mechanisms 
within their organisation. 


Sharing the Report 


Once the report has been completed share it with members of the AAR and ask if 
the group are happy to share the lessons identified.

The barge was secured alongside steel pilings away from the bank of the river. 
No structures were close to the barge. 


At approximately CCGER Duty Officer arrived on-scene to assess and was not 
able to determine if pollutants were entering the marine environment. Duty 
Officer notified Deputy Superintendent and requested equipment be delivered 
to the site to take an assistance posture if necessary. 


Fire Fighting efforts and unloading material from barge continued throughout 
the day. CCGER crews were on-scene until the situation was deemed minimal 
risk to pollute. Schnitzer steel hired local contractors to deploy CCG boom 
around barge to mitigate any pollution from run off from barge. 


Overview of the discussion at the AAR 


Date of Incident 08/11/2018 Name of Incident 
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During the incident a communications failure with the Duty Officer occurred 
making it difficult to maintain proper communications on-scene to co-ordinate 
response efforts. It was suggested that a back-up communications plan be 
developed and Duty Officers start carrying the Sat Phone to ensure continuity 
with communications. The use of personal phones was discussed and agreed 
that this would be an acceptable back up. 


During deployment when support arrived on-scene it was noticed equipment 
was missing to initiate an effective response. It was discussed and past 
experience shared about the importance of prior to departure taking the time 
necessary to ensure all required equipment is loaded, verified and secured prior 
to departure. 


A discussion was held regarding personnel arriving on-scene with personal 
vehicles with little or no PPE to conduct their duties safely. It was suggested that 
employees carry minimal PPE in personal vehicles (i.e Reflective vest, steel toed 
shoes, hard hat, eye protection, notebook, etc.) in a go bag to ensure minimum 
safety requirements are met during the initial phase of the response until gear 
can be delivered to the site. AAR was completed at 0745 hrs. 

Lesson Identified: Communication Plan 

It was determined a SOP be developed for events where communications fail to 
field personnel. This may include Duty Officers carrying the SAT Phone in the 
event of a failure, the use of personal phones or purchasing a “burner” phone in 
emergencies.
